Washington—Was Secretary Mellon 


maneuvered into bearing the brunt of 
the attack by the western Republic- 
ans on. the Coolidge administration for 
declining to permit any bill containing 
farm subsidy or price-fixing to be- 
come law? 


On the surface, the letter of the 
secretary was issued in the natural 
course of things in. response to an in- 
quiry as to his views. But the men 
who elicited the letter were Repre- 
sentatives Haugen and Dickinson of 
Iowa and Anthony of Kansas and 
they in turn were induced to ask the 
secretary his views through the sug- 
gestion of Representative Menges of 
Pennsylvania. The latter knew that 
Mr. Mellon did not favor the Haugen 
bill. So did the men from the 
west 


who came to see him. There was some 
talk that the visit was arranged to 
obtain a compromise suggestion. But 
as it turns out, Mr. Mellon with char- 
acteri&ic courage took the whole 
problem under consideration and anS 
hounced his views in 
unequivocal 


fashion with, the result that today the 
attack has been shifted from Mr. Cool- 
idge to Mr. Mellon. 
One of the ideas back of the plan to 


let Mr. Mellon do the fighting was 
that his -views on banking and finan- 
cial matters would be apt to carry 
weight with 'the country- 
But the 


Mellon letter contains an argument 
against the equalization, fee 
which- 


the Democrats and western Republic- 
ans are contending now is really an 
argument against a protective tariff 
system. 
USE "LETTER FOR ISSUE 


With congress about to adjourn at 


the end of this month, the opponents 
of the administration will take the 
Mellon letter to the country as the 
basis for the summer and autumn 
campaign. The entire attitude of the 
western insurgents has been that big 
business "down east" has been oppos- 
ed to their plan of farm relief and 
now that Secretary Mellon has taken 
the lead, in the .fight .the country may 
be -prepared to hear for the next sev- 
eral months much of the same line of 
thought on the alleged domination by 
big business of the legislative policies 
of the administration. 


President Coolidge has said nothing 


publicly about the pending Haugen 
bill.' His speech in Chicago early this 
year was a presentation of his views 
on general principles of farm relief 
but he has not specifically attacked 
the Haugen bill. The letter from Mr. 
Mellon is taken as a reflection of the 
president's position but it is a mat- 
ter of comment here that the presi- 
dent chose the secretary of the treas- 
ury instead of the secretary of agri- 
culture for an official announcement 
of the viewpoint of the administration 


"Were it not for the Haugen bill, the 


tariff issue might be expected to slum- 
ber. But the Democrats who oppose 
the protective tariff system are mak- 
ing a good deal out of the contention 
of the western Republicans that the 
equalization fee in the Haugen bill is 
nothing more than an. extension of the 
tariff principle. The letter of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, was, for ex- 
ample, paraphrased by Senator Borah 
in his address to the senate, using the 
word "duty" for "equalization 
fee" 
and the word "foreigner" for farmer. 


LETTER KILLS FARM BILL 
Senator Robinson, the Democratic 
leader, told the senate that the Haug- 
en bin -was Wiled by Mr. Mellon's let- 
ter." The Democrats have been only too 
anxious to have the administration 
fight the measure so that they could 
go to the voters in the rural districts 
and make pleas for farm relief. There 
are some insurgent Republicans in the 
west who prefer inaction, to action be- 
cause it gives them a.m munition for 
the campaign.

Senator Lenroot appealed to th< 
committee to take no action on thi 
question at this time, asserting tha 
any authorizaion of the project re- 
gardless of any proviso that might be 
adopted declaring that it should no 
affect the lake water diversion issue 
now pending in the supreme court, 
would commit congress to a diversion.

Dnluth, which was presented to the 
supreme court, as establishing tha 
authorization of the project would be

POLITICS AND TAXES 


The greatest trouble with Wisconsin 


is not its taxes. 
It is the political at- 


mosphere out of which taxation and other 
policies have 
been 
developed. Even 


though taxes are higher in this state 
than in surrounding states, we do not be- 
lieve that business or industry would re- 
gard them as excessive, with two excep- 
tions. 
One is their effect in competitive 


interstate business and the other is the 
removal of the personal property offset. 
If the personal property offset were re- 
stored most of the objection to ATiscon- 
sin taxation -would disappear. Business 
had largely adjusted itself to high tax- 
es, but removal cf the personal proper- 
ty offset imposed an altogether unreason- 
able burden. ^Te do not think there was 
Tridespread 
dissatisfaction 
with 
in- 


come taxation in Wisconsin up to the 
point of the last legislative action. Some 
of the previous dissatisfaction among 
the more wealthy undoubtedly related to 
inheritance taxes, but the last tax act was 
unjust not only in its removal of the per- 
sonal 
propprfy 
offset, but in its unfair 


allotment of income taxes to the state as 
against thp cities. Tt was also unwise in 
its removal of the property tax for state 
purposes, for it not only forces the tax- 
payers to pay more for local purposes, but 
is -unsound in principle. 


Thr most objectionable-phase of Wis- 


consin's governmental policies is not. how- 
ever, taxation, because that-can be easily 
remedied. Rather, it is the studied and 
persistent purpose to array class against 
class. The farmers have been taught that 
they are being exploited by the city and 
labor by industry- This, notwithstanding 
the fact that business in Wisconsin has 
taken a larger interest in farm problems 
than in most states and has manifested a 
desire to cooperate for the improvement 
*«f agricultural conditions. This, too, de- 
spite the fact that the relations between 
«mployers and employes, if polities were 
teliminated. are 
healthier 
here 
than 


in most other states. 


If allowed to take their normal course. 


all of these interests would be pulling to- 
gether. We have -had this demonstrated 
in many ways in Appieton. 
There are 


plenty of incidents to show that these 


(forces can and will work together. 
| 
If it were not for politics this spirit of 


(Cooperation would be strpngthened and 
accelerated. 
What distrust there is by 


one side nf the other, or what misunder- 
standing crops out from time to time, is 
due almost entirely to political agitation. 
If left to themselves, all these interests 
and elements would settle their differenc- 
es amicably and prejudices would disap- 
pear. 
They prove it whenever they come 


together. After all. it is social and econo- 
mic rclaiions th?t count for most. In fact. 
they should count for even-thing. If th^v 
were permitted to proceed naturally they 
would control government and politics, in- 
stead of being under the domination of 
politics. 
And if that worn ilip rule, we 


would bp better off. Thr-rp would bo great- 
er prosperity and bptfpr feeling in which 
everyone would participate.

think 
there 
is a problem confronting

WHY IS IT A SHAME TO SNORE 


A man may snore and snore and be a pood hus- 


band when he is awake, yet nearly all snoring is 
don* with malice aforethought and I wonder that 
som« wif« on trial for potting a husband does not 
plead somethhing of the sort as just 
cause 
and 


provocation. 
A snore is a confession, and a man should never 


get the habit of confessing to his wife in his sleep. 
However, if one must confess something, better do 
it that way: some men seem to think the place to 
confess is in church, and the time just during the 
sermon. 
Numerous sins may b« confessed 
by snoring. 


Foremost among them is laziness, lack of daily ex- 
ercise—work or 
play—fondness for just 
sitting 


around. This bad habit 
brings about 
a general 


flabbiness of the lining of the nose and throat con- 
duces to snoring. The popular practice of gorging 
or gluttony runs laziness a good second as a factor 
of snoring. Overeating causes a constant engorge- 
ment or congestion of the great portal area—the 
network of blood vessels In and near the liver—and 
through back pressure this produces a more or less 
constant engorgement or congestion in the throat 
and nasal passages, which contributes to snoring. 
The third sin confessed by snoring is 
coddlinr— 


overheated 
atmosphere, 
excessive clothing, 
the 


fresh air phobia in general. 


Of course anybody may snore some when ill of 


coryza, sinusitis, sore throat or other disease as- 
sociated with swelling or obstruction of the breath- 
ing passages: or when exhausted by sickness 
or 


when soft and flabby from prolonged confinement. 


In many cases the most effectual treatment for 


snoring is a series of stimulating topical applica- 
tions to the thickened or boggy turbinated bodies in 
the nose—these bodies become enlarged and flabby 
and during the relaxation, of sleep they may prac- 
tically close the nasal passages, forcing the sleeper 
to breathe mainly through the 
mouth, and that 


starts the soft palate napping in the wind, so to 
speak. Sometimes it is impossible to reduce the tur- 
binated bodies—they may be hypertrophied. perma- 
nently overdeveloped—-and in that case it is neces- 
;ary to remove a portion. This amounts to cutting 
out the snore. 


Now and then a snoring habit may be cured by 


the simple expedient of applS"ing criss cross strips 
of adhesive plaster over the mouth, to hold

hps closed, before one retires at night. This caji do 
no harm, and if the plan is followed for 
several 


nights in succession it may help to break the habit. 


In some case? a mere overweight of bed clothing 


will cause snoring. Better to wake once or twice in 
the n:ght to get more covers, than to sleep too 
warm and make hideous noises about 4t. Better to 
have a. feather light down comforter than heavy 
blankets. 


These observations do not apply to sick folk, but 


only to snorers who consider themselves fairly well 
but who are not quite healthy, else they wouldn't 
snore.

STORM THEORY 


British Scientist Believes That 


Atmosphere" Is Divided into 
Strata 


From the United States Dally. 


New weather 
theories, 
based on 


the Idea that the atmosphere is di- 
vided into strata that are thermally 
independent, have been advanced by 
Dr. G. C. Sompson, of the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, 
following 
his 
extensive 


studies of the subject. 
Dr Simpson showed that the at- 


mosphere can be marked 
off into 


nearly horizontal shells, which have 
the peculiar property that air which 
starts in any one shell can not be 
transferred to any other shell and 
remain there, in ^equilibrum, unless 
heat is added or subtracted. 


Thus, in all atmospheric motion 


in which heat is neither «added nor 
extracted, the air must travel along 
the shell m which it started. These 
shells act like physical restraints to 
the air, tending to prevent its mov- 
ing in any but an almost horizontal 
direction. 
Occasionally the, air contains suffi- 


cient water vapor to supply, when it 
condenses, the- 
heat 
necessary 
to 


pierce the thermal stratification, but 
these occasions are practically con- 
fined to thunder storms and to the 
ram squalls in the doldrums. 


The thermal stratification of the 


atmosphere prohibits the ascent of 
warm air at the equator and descent 
of cold air at the poles, which has 
geneially been considered to be the 
cause of the general 
circulation 
of 


the atmosphere, 
on the 
analogy of 


a gigantic hot water system.

ceived from the sun is converted into 
the energy of winds by the air near 
the ground being warmed and rising, 
like the hot air in a chimney, is ob- 
viously unsound. The thermal strati- 
fication prevents this action in all 
but exceptional capes.
